SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


January  is  the  third  consecutive  month  with  below  normal 
precipitation  over  all  of  Illinois.    This  continuous  dry 
period  has  lasted  for  six  months  in  much  of  the  northern 
portion  of  the  State.    Not  even  the  extreme  south  now. 
shows  a  surplus  for  the  past  six  months.    The  August 
through  January  deficit  is  generally  from  3  to  5  inches 
over  about  two-thirds  of  the  south  and  central  areas,  and 
from  5  to  8  inches  over  the  other  third.    The  shortage  is 
more  acute  in  the  northeast  and  north-central.    Only  35 
percent  to  45  percent  of  normal  precipitation  has  fallen  in 
that  area  and  the  deficit  is  from  8  to  10  inches.  Normal 
precipitation  for  August  through  January  is  near  15  inches 
in  the  north,  15  to  17  inches  in  the  central,  and  increases 
to  18  to  20  inches  in  the  south. 

January  snowfall  was  excessive  over  practically  all  of 
Illinois  in  spite  of  the  shortage  of  total  moisture.  The 


temperatures  for  the  month  averaged  nearly  10°  per  day 
colder  than  normal  in  the  south  and  as  much  as  13°  cold 
er  in  the  north.  This  extreme  and  almost  continuous  on 
slaught  of  cold  air  caused  most  precipitation  to  fall  as 
snow,  sleet,  or  freezing  rain.  Three  inches  of  snow  in 
the  south  was  only  slightly  above  normal  but  15  to  20 
inches  in  the  north  was  2  to  3  times  the  January  average

SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


Precipitation  was  normal  or  slightly  above  over  the  north- 
east and  north-central  areas  for  the  first  month  since  last 
July.    Over  central  and  southern  Illinois  the  period  of  be- 
low normal  precipitation  had  lasted  since  last  October.  In 
the  north  and  northwest  precipitation  was  from  15  to  30 
percent  above  normal,  but  50  to  more  than  100  percent  a- 
bove  in  the  south  and  central  portions.     Frozen  ground 
and  high  percentage  of  runoff  early  in  the  month  left  a  sub- 
soil moisture  deficit  in  most  areas. 


State.    Zero  minimums  were  recorded  early  in  the  month 
and  maximums  reached  80°  or  higher  over  most  of  the 
south  and  central  portions  on  the  29th.

SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


Precipitation  averaged  above  normal  in  the  northern  third 
of  the  State,  but  below  normal  elsewhere.  The  above  nor- 
mal average  in  the  north  was  largely  due  to  heavy  rains 
on  the  29th  and  30th.  More  than  3  inches  of  rain  fell  dur- 
ing a  24-hour  period  at  Rockford  on  the  29- 30th.  Snow 
was  occasionally  mixed  with  rain  in  the  north  on  the  30th. 

Temperatures  averaged  3°  to  4°  per  day  above  normal  in 
all  areas.    On  the  1st  and  2d  mean  temperatures  were  of- 
ten 25°  or  more  above  normal  as  many  daily  maximum  re- 
cords were  equalled  or  exceeded. 


Severe  storms  were  widespread  during  the  month  withma-ij 
jor  damage  on  seven  days  and  tornadoes  on  five.  Several 
reports  of  hailstones  2  inches  in  diameter  were  received 
and  numerous  reports  of  3/4  inch      or  more.    Two  peoples 
were  killed  and  more  than  100  injured  as  property  damaged 
reached  several  million  dollars.    For  more  complete  in-] J 
formation  on  severe  storms  see  April  issue  of  STORM 
DATA.

Additional  Information  regarding  the  climate  of  Illinois  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Weather  Bureau  State  CI iraatologlst ,  Station  A,  Box  143,  Champaign, 
Illinois,  or  to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you. 

Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,   indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 
Delayed  data  and  corrections  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 

Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  June  data  will  be  carried  In  the  July  issue  of  this  bulletin. 
Stations  appearing  in  the  Index,  but  for  which  data  are  not  listed  in  the  tables,   are  either  missing  or  received  too  late  to  be  included  in  this  issue. 
Divisions,   as  used   in  "CI ima tological  Data"  Table  and  on  the  maps,  became  effective  with  data  for  January  1957. 

Unless  otherwise  Indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  *F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches,  and  wind  movement  in  miles. 
Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of   the  negative  departures  of  average  dally  temperatures  from  65*F. 

Evaporation  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4  foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table. 
Normals  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960.

Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,   such  as  12  3SW,    indicate  distance  In  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 
Delayed  data  and  corrections  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 

Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July  issue  of  this  bulletin. 
Stations  appearing  in  the  Index,  but  for  which  data  are  not  listed  in  the  tables,  are  either  missing  or  received  too  late  to  be  Included  in  this  Issue. 
Divisions,   as  used   In  "CI imatologtcal   Data"  Table  and  on  the  maps,   became  effective  with  data  for  January  1957. 

Unless  otherwise  Indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  *F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches,  and  wind  movement  in  miles. 
Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65°F. 

Evaporation  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4  foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table. 
Normals  for  all  stations  are  climatologlcal  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

Water  equivalent  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  or  Ground"  Table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining 
measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack 
may  result  in  apparent   inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatologlcal  Data"  Table  and  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table,  and  in  the  seasonal  snowfall  table  include  snow  and  sleet. 
Entries  of  snow  on  ground  Include  snow,   sleet  and  ice. 

Data  in  the  "Monthly  Extremes"  Table;  "Daily  Precipitation"  Table;  "Dally  Temperature"  Table;  and  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table;  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and 
Snow  on  Ground"  Table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.  The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time. 
During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time. 

Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  Stations.  For  those  stations  snow  on  ground 
values  are  at  0600  C.S.T.

SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


June  was  another  extremely  dry  month  in  Illinois.  Precip- 
itation was  much  below  normal  over  the  entire  State  with 
the  central  and  western  portions  the  driest.    Several  sta- 
tions in  the  West  Climatic  Division  received  a  monthly 
total  of  less  than  one-quarter  inch  and  the  division 
average  was  less  than  15  percent  of  normal  precipitation. 

Temperatures  averaged  slightly  above  normal  in  the 
north  and  central  portion  and  near  normal  in  the  south. 

Crop  damaging  hail  was  reported  on  nearly  half  of  the 
June  days.    Storms  of  the  10th  and  13th  each  caused  hail 


damage  in  approximately  40  counties.  On  the  10th,  one 
hailstorm  in  the  morning  near  Dow  (Jersey  County)  was 
followed  by  two  more  in  the  afternoon.  Tornadoes  wen 
also  reported  on  the  10th  and  13th.  For  more  complete 
information  on  severe  storms  see  June  issue  of  STORM 
DATA.

Stations  appearing  in  the  Index,  but  for  which  data  are  not  listed  in  the  tables,  are  either  missing  or  received  too  late  to  be  included  In  this  issue. 
Divisions,  as  used  in  "Cllmatological  Data"  Table  and  on  the  maps,  became  effective  with  data  for  January  1957. 

Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  *F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches,  and  wind  movement  in  miles. 
Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  dally  temperatures  from  65*r. 

Evaporation  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4  foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table. 
Normals  for  all  stations  are  cllmatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

Water  equivalent  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining 
measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack 
may  result  in  apparent  Inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Cllmatological  Data"  Table  and  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table,  and  In  the  seasonal  snowfall  table  include  snow  and  sleet. 
Entries  of  snow  on  ground  Include  snow,   sleet  and  ice. 

Data  in  the  "Monthly  Extremes"  Table;  "Daily  Precipitation"  Table;  "Daily  Temperature"  Table;  and  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table;  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and 
Snow  on  Ground"  Table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.  The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  In  local  standard  time. 
During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time. 

Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  Stations.  For  those  stations  snow  on  ground 
values  are  at  0600  C.S.T.

SPECIAL   WEATHER  SUMMARY 


July  is  only  the  second  month  in  the  last  nine  when  pre- 
cipitation has  been  normal  or  above  over  the  State  (March 
also  had  above  normal  precipitation).  Precipitation  aver- 
aged about  2  inches  above  normal  in  the  north  and  through- 
out the  western  bulge  of  the  State.  The  average  was  only 
about  1  inch  above  normal  in  the  central,  east-central, 
and  south. 


Temperature  averaged  near  normal  in  the  north  and  1° 
to  2°  below  normal  elsewhere. 

For  more  complete  information  on  severe  storms,  see 
July  issue  of  STORM  DATA. 


Heavy  downpours  on  the  18-19th  measured  over  5  inches 
in  6  hours  at  Moline  and  about  3  inches  in  1  hour  at  both 
Moline  and  Gridley.    Southern  Pike  County  had  local  flood- 
ing and  some  crop  damage  on  the  28th  when  in  6  to  8  hours 
nearly  5  inches  of  rain  fell  at  Pleasant  Hill,  and  about  8 
inches  at  Nebo. 

There  were  numerous  reports  of  hail  damage  to  crops 
during  the  period  of  July  15-21.

Illinois,  or  to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you. 

Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,   Indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 
Delayed  data  and  corrections  will  be  carried  only  In  the  June  and  December  Issues  of  this  bulletin. 

Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  June  data  will  be  carried  In  the  July  issue  of  this  bulletin. 

Stations  appearing  in  the  Index,  but  for  which  data  are  not  listed  in  the  tables,  are  either  missing  or  received  too  late  to  be  Included  In  this  issue. 
Divisions,  as  used  in  MCllmatologlcal  Data"  Table  and  on  the  maps,  became  effective  with  data  for  January  1957. 

Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  *F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  Inches,  and  wind  movement  In  miles. 
Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65*F. 

Evaporation  Is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4  foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table. 
Normals  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

Water  equivalent  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  Ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining 
measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  In  the  snowpack 
may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  Table  and  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table,  and  in  the  seasonal  snowfall  table  include  snow  and  sleet. 
Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow,  sleet  and  ice. 

Data  in  the  "Monthly  Extremes"  Table;  "Daily  Precipitation"  Table;  "Daily  Temperature"  Table;  and  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table;  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and 
Snow  on  Ground"  Table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.  The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time. 
During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time. 

Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  Stations.     For  those  stations  snow  on  ground 

values  are  at  0600  C.S.T. 

In  the  Station  Index  the  letters  C,  G,  H,  and  J  in  the  "Special"  column  under  the  heading  "Observation  Time  and  Tables",   indicate  the  following:

Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,   indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

Delayed  data  and  corrections  will  be  carried  only  In  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 

Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July  Issue  of  this  bulletin. 
Stations  appearing  in  the  Index,  but  for  which  data  are  not  listed  in  the  tables,  are  either  missing  or  received  too  late  to  be  Included  in  this  issue. 
Divisions,  as  used  in  "CI imatologlcal  Data"  Table  and  on  the  mapB,  became  effective  with  data  for  January  1957. 

Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  *F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches,  and  wind  movement  in  miles 
Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  dally  temperatures  from  65*F. 

Evaporation  Is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4  foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table. 
Normals  for  all  stations  are  cllmatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

Water  equivalent  values  published  In  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining 
measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack 
may  result   in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Cllmatological  Data"  Table  and  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table,  and  in  the  seasonal  snowfall  table  include  snow  and  sleet. 
Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow,  sleet  and  ice. 

Data  in  the  "Monthly  Extremes"  Table;  "Daily  Precipitation"  Table;  "Daily  Temperature"  Table;  and  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table;  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and 
Snow  on  Ground"  Table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.  The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time. 
During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time. 

Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  Stations.  For  those  stations  snow  on  ground 
values  are  at  0600  C.S.T.

South  of  Kankakee  along  the  eastern  bor- 
der and  in  the  extreme  south  the  average  precipitation 
was  only  about  one-half  inch  and  more  than  a  dozen  sta- 
tions had  one-quarter  inch  or  less.    Forest  fire  hazard 
was  acute  by  end  of  month.

Illinois,  or  to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you. 

Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,   such  as  12  SSW,   Indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 
Delayed  data  and  corrections  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 

Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July  issue  of  this  bulletin. 
Stations  appearing  in  the  Index,  but  for  which  data  are  not  listed  in  the  tables,  are  either  missing  or  received  too  late  to  be  Included  in  this  issue. 
Divisions,  as  used  in  "Climatologlcal  Data"  Table  and  on  the  maps,   became  effective  with  data  for  January  1957. 

Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  *F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches,  and  wind  movement  in  miles. 
Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65°F. 

Evaporation  Is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4  foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table. 
Normals  for  all  stations  are  climatologlcal  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

Water  equivalent  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining 
measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack 

nay  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

Entries  of   snowfall   in  the  "Climatologlcal  Data"  Table  and  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table,  and  in  the  seasonal  snowfall  table  include  snow  and  sleet. 

Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow,  sleet  and  ice. 

Data  In  the  "Monthly  Extremes"  Table;  "Daily  Precipitation"  Table;  "Daily  Temperature"  Table;  and  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table;  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and 
Snow  on  Ground"  Table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.  The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time. 
During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time. 

Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  Stations.     For  those  stations  snow  on  ground 

values  are  at  0600  C.S.T.

SPECIAL   WEATHER  SUMMARY 


There  has  been  a  shortage  of  precipitation  over  nearly 
all  of  Illinois  during  the  past  12  months.   This  prolonged  I 
period  of  inadequate  moisture  started  in  November  1962 
over  most  of  the  State,  about  3  months  earlier  in  the  1 
northeast.    A  study  of  frequency  of  dry  periods  in  Illi- 
nois, made  by  Huff  and  Changnon  of  the  Illinois  State 
Water  Survey  1/,  indicates  a  12-month  dry  period  of  this 
intensity  occurs  about  once  in  8  to  10  years.    More  than 
half  of  Illinois  has  had  less  than  normal  precipitation  dur-  ; 
ing  10  of  the  last  12  months.    Only  one  of  the  nine  clima- 
tological  divisions  (West  Southwest)  has  had  normal,  or 
above,  precipitatation  in  more  than  3  of  the  12  months.  i 

The  pattern  is  far  from  uniform.    The  Southwest  Divi- 
sion has  the  lowest  average  percent  of  normal  precipita-  i 
tion  (63)  for  the  12  months  starting  in  November  1962.  The 
West  Southwest  Division,  directly  to  the  north,  has  the  i 
highest  average  percent  of  normal  (85)  with  both  Pleasant  i 
Hill  and  White  Hall  receiving  slightly  more  than  normal. 
From  the  extreme  northwest  to  the  extreme  southeast 
are  small  areas  of  approximately  60  percent  or  less  of 
normal  precipitation  for  the  year,  such  dry  periods  hav- 
ing averaged  in  the  past  only  about  1  year  in  from  25  to 
50. 

November  1962  was  the  first  of  4  consecutive  months 
during  which  the  entire  State  had  below  normal  precipita- 
tion.   The  November  shortage  is  important  because  it  is 
during  the  fall  months  that  much  of  the  soil  moisture 
should  be  stored  for  crops  the  following  year.    Winter  i 
precipitation  is  not  so  significant  from  a  soil  moisture 
standpoint  for  most  of  Illinois.     The  soil  surface  remains 
frozen  during  much  of  the  winter  and  precipitation  does 
not  "soak  in"  to  any  great  extent.    Even  when  the  snow 
melts  in  the  spring  a  large  percentage  is  lost  in  runoff 
before  the  ground  surface  thaws.    This  was  true  during 
the  severe  cold  of  last  winter  when  the  average  temper- 
ature was  about  4°  below  normal  in  December  and  from 
8°  to  12°  below  in  January  and  February.  ] 

March  was  1  of  the  2  months  when  above  normal  precipita- 
tion was  general  over  Illinois.    Temperatures  in  March 
averaged  about  5°  above  normal.    The  abnormally  high 
temperature  enabled  the  soil  to  absorb    much  of  the  rain 
during  the  latter  part  of  March,  although  considerable 
moisture  was  lost  as  runoff  over  frozen  ground   early  in 
the  month. 
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Dry  weather  prevailed  again  the  following  3  months  and 
by  the  end  of  June  more  than  80  percent  of  the  State 
reported  a  soil  moisture  shortage.    Both  corn  and  soy- 
beans were  badly  in  need  of  rain.    Rains  did  return  al- 
most with  the  advent  of  July  and  fell  "as  good  rain  should". 
Nearly  a  third  of  July  days  had  measurable  rain  and  the 
heavier  amounts  fell  during  4  periods.    The  spacing  of 
from  5  to  8  days  between  major  rainfalls  allowed  for 
adequate  crop  usage. 

The  dry  period  of  the  past  3  months  (August  through  Oct- 
ober) is  not,  in  itself,  significant  over  most  of  Illinois. 
It  only  aggravated  an  already  existing  moisture  shortage. 
With  the  exception  of  isolated  spots,  such  as  Morrison 
(Northwest  Division),  the  3-month  drought  is  concentrated 
from  Kankakee  south  along  the  eastern  edge  of  Illinois 
and  in  the  far  south.    But  even  here  the  extremely  dry 
area  is  not  continuous.    Paris  and  Sidell  have  had  more 
than  80  percent  of  normal  precipitation  for  the  3  months. 
A  3-month  drought  such  as  experienced  around  Kankakee, 
Hoopeston,  Marshall,  Newton,  Palestine,  Flora,  Fair- 
field, Albion,  and  Carbondale  has  averaged  once  in  every 
10  to  15  years  in  the  past. 

Hardest  hit  by  this  3-month  drought  are  two  north-south 
strips  in  southern  Illinois.    One  is  a  narrow  strip  along 
the  Wabash  River  from  Lawrenceville  through  Mt.  Carmel 
to  about  Shawneetown.    The  second  strip  includes  most  of 
the  area  from  Carlyle  and  Salem  on  the  north,  through 
Centralia,  Nashville,  Mt.  Vernon,  Benton, and  Marion, 
to  about  the  Makanda,  Cobden,  Anna  area.  Previosly 
such  a  dry  period  has  averaged  only  about  once  in  50 
years  in  these  areas. 

The  most  alarming  aspect  of  this  3 -month  below  normal 
rainfall  period  is  that  it  came  during  a  period  when  the 
ground  should  be  storing  moisture  for  1964  crops.  This 
past  month  was  the  warmest  October  on  record  in  Illinois 
but  colder  weather  and  frozen  ground  cannot  be  far  off.

Additional  information  regarding  the  climate  of  Illinois  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Weather  Bureau  State  CI imatologist ,  Station  A,  Box  143,  Champaign, 
Illinois,  or  to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you. 

Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,   indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 
Delayed  data  and  corrections  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 

Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July  issue  of  this  bulletin. 
Stations  appearing  in  the  Index,  but  for  which  data  are  not  listed  in  the  tables,  are  either  missing  or  received  too  late  to  be  included  in  this  issue. 
Divisions,  as  used  in  "CI imato logica 1  Data"  Table  and  on  the  maps,  became  effective  with  data  for  January  1957. 

Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  *F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches,  and  wind  movement  In  miles. 
Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65°F. 

Evaporation  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4  foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table. 
Normals  for  all  stations  are  cllmatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

Water  equivalent  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining 
measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack 
may  result  in  apparent   inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Cllmatological  Data"  Table  and  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table,  and  in  the  seasonal  snowfall  table  include  snow  and  sleet. 
Entries  of  snow  on  ground  Include  snow,  sleet  and  ice. 

Data  in  the  "Monthly  Extremes"  Table;  "Daily  Precipitation"  Table;  "Daily  Temperature"  Table;  and  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table;  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and 
Snow  on  Ground"  Table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.  The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time. 
During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time. 

Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  Stations.  For  those  stations  snow  on  ground 
values  are  at  0600  C.S.T. 

In  the  Station  Index  the  letters  C,  G,  H,  and  J  in  the  "Special"  column  under  the  heading  "Observation  Time  and  Tables",   indicate  the  following:

Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,   such  as  12  SSW,   Indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 
Delayed  data  and  corrections  will  be  carried  only  In  the  June  and  December  Issues  of  this  bulletin. 

Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July  issue  of  this  bulletin. 
Stations  appearing  in  the  Index,  but  for  which  data  are  not  listed  In  the  tables,  are  either  missing  or  received  too  late  to  be  Included  in  this  Issue. 
Divisions,  as  used  in  "Cllmatologlcal  Data"  Table  and  on  the  maps,  became  effective  with  data  for  January  1957. 

Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  In  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  *F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  Inches,  and  wind  movement  In  miles. 
Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65°F. 

Evaporation  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4  foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table. 
Normals  for  all  stations  are  cllmatologlcal  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

Water  equivalent  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  Ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining 
measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack 
may  result   in  apparent   inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Cllmatologlcal  Data"  Table  and  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table,  and  in  the  seasonal  snowfall  table  Include  snow  and  sleet. 
Entries  of  snow  on  ground  Include  snow,   sleet  and  ice. 

Data  in  the  "Monthly  Extremes"  Table;  "Daily  Precipitation"  Table;  "Daily  Temperature"  Table;  and  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table;  and  snowfall  In  the  "Snowfall  and 
Snow  on  Ground"  Table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.  The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time. 
During  the  summer  months  some  observers   take   the  observations  on  daylight   saving  time.

SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


Continued  dry  is  the  most  important  item  of  Illinois  weather  in  December.    Precipitation  was  well  below  normal  over 
the  entire  State.    The  Northwest  Division  received  about  55  percent  of  normal,  but  this  was  the  only  district  to  have 
as  much  as  half  the  normal.    Most  areas  totaled  about  40  percent.    Precipitation  was  almost  entirely  snow,  except  in 
the  extreme  south. 

This  was  the  coldest  December  on  record  in  northern  and  central  Illinois  and  the  coldest  in  almost  50  years  in  the 
south.

Additional  Information  regarding  the  climate  of  Illinois  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Weather  Bureau  State  Climatologist ,   Station  A,   Box  143,   Champaign,    Illinois,   61824  or  to 
any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you. 

Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,   indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 
Delayed  data  and  corrections  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  Issues  of  this  bulletin. 

Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July  issue  of  this  bulletin. 
Stations  appearing  In  the  Index,  but  for  which  data  are  not  listed  In  the  tables,  are  either  missing  or  received  too  late  to  be  included  in  this  issue. 
Divisions,  as  used  In  "Cllmatological  Data"  Table  and  on  the  maps,  became  effective  with  data  for  January  1957. 

Unless  otherwise  indicated,   dimensional  units  used  In  this  bulletin  are;     Temperature  in  eF,   precipitation  and  evaporation  in  Inches,   and  wind  movement   in  miles.     Monthly  degree 
day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  dally  temperatures  from  65°F. 

Evaporation  Is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4  foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table. 
Normals  for  all  stations  are  cllmatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

Water  equivalent  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  Ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are 
taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsisten- 
cies in  the  record. 

Entries  of  snowfall  In  the  "Cllmatological  Data"  Table  and  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  Table,    and  in  the"Seasonal  Snowfall"  Table  include  snow  and  sleet.     Entries  of  snow  on 

ground  Include  snow,   sleet  and  Ice. 

Data  in  the  "Monthly  Extremes"  Table;     "Dally  Precipitation"  Table;   "Daily  Temperature"  Table;   and  "Evaporation  and     Wind"  Table;   and  snowfall  In  the  "Snowfall     and  Snow  on  Ground" 
Table,   when  published,   are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation.     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.     During  the  summer  months  some  observers 
take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.

SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


January  precipitation  was  from  1/2  to  1  inch  short  over 
most  of  Illinois  and  nearly  2  inches  short  in  the  extreme 
south.    With  only  isolated  exceptions,  this  is  the  sixth 
consecutive  month  during  which  there  has  been  below 
normal  precipitation. 

The  crop  saving  rains  of  last  July  marked  the  last  month 
with  generally  above  normal  precipitation.    The  following 
six  months,  August  1963  through  January  1964,  was  thus 
chosen  for  comparison  during  similar  periods  of  past 
years.    The  study  included  1931  to  the  present  time.  It 
was  immediately  apparent  that  dry  August- January  oc- 
currences had  been  most  severe  at  10-year  intervals. 
During  the  32  years  studied,  the  statewide  driest  such 
period  was  1953-54,  the  present  1963-64  period  was  the 
second  driest  and  1943-44  was  third.    The  1933-34  peri- 
od ranked  seventh  with  1962-63  as  fourth. 

August- January  precipitation  was  also  considerably  be- 
low normal  in  1952-53  and  1962-63,  the  years  immedi- 
ately preceding  the  two  driest  years. 

The  ranking  of  these  periods  was  on  a  statewide  basis 
and  individual  districts  did  not  always  experience  their 
greatest  precipitation  deficit  the  same  year.  However, 
only  in  the  West  climatological  district  did  the  driest 
August- January  (1950-51)  occur  other  than  in  the  years 
mentioned. 

The  years  1903-04,  1913-14,  and  1923-24  were  checked, 
but  the  10-year  period  of  occurrence  did  not  show; 
1903-04  had  near  normal  precipitation  for  August-Janu- 
ary;    1913-14  was  5  percent  below  normal  and  1923-24 


was  15  percent  above  normal. 

Temperatures  averaged  well  above  normal  in  January. 
For  much  of  northern  Illinois  it  was  the  warmest  January 
since  1944  and  averaged  4°  to  6°  above  normal.  Tem- 
peratures were  generally  2°  to  3°  above  normal  else- 
where. 

One  of  the  worst  blizzards  ever  to  hit  central  Illinois 
occurred  on  the  11th  to  13th,  with  most  of  the  snow  fall- 
ing on  the  12th.    The  northern  fourth  of  the  State  receiv- 
ed only  traces  or  none.    The  total  was  2  to  3  inches  in 
the  extreme  south  but  generally  4  to  11  inches  elsewhere. 
Record  or  near- record  24-hour  wind  movements  on  the 
12th  caused  drifts  6  to  8  feet  high.    Cars  were  abandoned 
on  both  city  streets  and  highways  in  central  Illinois  by 
the  evening  of  the  12th. 

Many  communities  were  completely  isolated  from  vehi- 
cular traffic  as  both  state  and  federal  highways  were 
closed  by  drifting  snow. 

Thunderstorms  occurred  on  the  19th  and  24th,  some  ac- 
companied by  hail  on  both  dates  but  it  was  generally 
small.    Hail  l"  in  diameter  fell  in  Champaign  County  on 
the  19th.

SPECIAL   WEATHER  SUMMARY 


Illinois  precipitation  was  above  normal  over  the  State, 
one  of  the  few  times  this  has  happened  since  the  pro- 
longed below-normal  moisture  regime  began  in  the  fall 
of  1962.    Rainfall  was  heaviest  in  southern  Illinois  and 
much  local  flooding  resulted.    Elizabethtown  had  more 
precipitation  during  one  six-day  period  than  during  the 
previous  eight  months,  and  more  during  the  month  of 
March  than  during  the  previous  nine  months. 

The  nearly  23  inches  of  snow  at  Rockford  and  Freeport 
was  more  than  three  times  their  March  normal  and  very 
close  to  the  record  for  March  snowfall. 


Utility  lines  were  heavily  damaged  by  weight  of  the  glaze 
and  by  falling  limbs.    Much  of  northwest  Illinois  was  hit, 
but  the  greatest  damage  was  reported  in  Hancock, 
McDonough,  Warren,  and  Henderson  Counties. 

Tornadoes  occurred  on  the  8th  and  25th.

Temperatures  averaged  1°  to  2°  below  normal  in  the 
north  and  central  and  near  normal  in  the  south. 

Trees  and  wires  were  heavily  glazed  and  highway  bridges 
became  slick  as  sleet  and  freezing  rain  accumulated  dur- 
ing the  evening  of  the  24th  and  early  morning  of  the  25th.

SPECIAL   WEATHER  SUMMARY 


Normal  or  above  precipitation  occurred  over  almost  all 
of  Illinois  in  April.    This  was  the  second  consecutive 
month  for  Illinois  precipitation  to  exceed  the  normal,  a 
situation  not  experienced  for  several  years.    Much  of  the 
State  has  now  had  considerable  replacement  of  the  soil 
moisture  depleted  during  the  recent  long  dry  period. 

April  was  the  wettest  in  more  than  50  years  at  Spring- 
field and  Rockford,  and  one  of  the  wettest  on  record  for 
much  of  the  Northwest,  West,  and  Central  Divisions. 
The  Farmer  City-Clinton-Monticello  area  totaled  more 
than  10  inches  for  the  month  as  the  Central  Division 
averaged  nearly  twice  the  normal.    West  and  Northwest 
Divisions  averaged  85  to  90  percent  above  normal.  Pre- 
cipitation was  lightest  in  extreme  southern  Illinois, 
where  the  largest  amounts  fell  in  March,  and  averaged 
near  normal  for  the  month. 

Heavy  rains  in  central  Illinois  on  the  19th,   20th,  and 
21st  caused  local  flooding  over  much  of  10  counties 
clustered  along  an  east-west  axis  with  DeWitt  County  as 
a  center.    The  three-day  total  in  this  area  was  from  5  to 
7  inches.    Totals  of  4  inches  or  more  were  common  from 
Macomb-Yates  City-Pontiac  on  the  north  to  Barry-Jack- 
sonville-Decatur- Paris  on  the  south. 


Barry,  Gibson  City,  Monticello,  and  Urbana  each  had 
more  than  3  inches  of  rain  in  24  hours. 

Temperatures  averaged  1°  to  2°  above  normal  in  the 
north  and  central,  but  was  slightly  below  normal  near 
Springfield.    The  average  was  2°  to  4°  above  normal  in 
the  south. 

Storm  damage  during  April  was  estimated  in  excess  of 
$5  million  and  resulted  from  tornadoes,  windstorms, 
hail,   lightning,  and  local  flooding.    One  man  was  killed 
by  lightning  near  Joliet  on  the  18th.    Squall  line  storms 
on  the  2d  and  21st  were  major  contributors  to  the  heavy 
damage.

Much  of  the  data  presented  in  this  publication  comes  from 
observat  ions  taken  by  volunteer  cooper at  ive  observers .  These 
observations  are  mailed  after  the  close  of  the  month  to  the 
National  Weather  Records  Center  at  Asheville,  North  Carolina, 
where  they  are  checked  for  accuracy  and  placed  on  punched 
cards.     These  cards  are  used  to  prepare  copy  for  the  various 
tables.     Printing  and  mailing  is  done  at  the  Asheville  Center. 

The  various  steps  all  take  time.     Records  for  any  state  can 
not  be  checked  by  machine  until  nearly  all  of  them  for  that 
state  have  been  received.     Printing  can  not  be  done  until  all 
tables  and  the  text  for  an  issue  are  completed  and  assembled. 

Constant  effort  is  made  to  speed  up  publication  and  still  main- 
tain high  quality  of  the  data.     A  realistic  deadline  for  mail- 
ing the  printed  CI imatolog ical  Data  has  been  set  as  the  15th  of 
the  second  following  month   (45  days  after  the  end  of  the  month 
for  which  data  are  published).      If  any  recipient's  copy   is  un- 
duly delayed,   the  Director,  National  Weather  Records  Center. 
Asheville,  North  Carolina  should  be  advised.

Normals  for  all  stations  are  cllmatologlcal  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960.

SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


May  precipitation  was  below  normal  throughout  Illinois, 
much  below  normal  from  east  to  west  across  the  center. 
The  East  Division  received  less  than  15  percent  of  nor- 
mal rainfall  for  May,  the  Central  Division  less  than  20 
percent  of  normal,  and  the  West  Division  about  25  per- 
cent of  normal.    Some  locations  in  all  three  divisions 
totaled  less  than  1/ 2-inch  for  the  month.    The  extreme 
variation  of  rainfall  over  short  distances  was  shown  in 
the  Northwest  Division  with  more  than  7  inches  at  Gal- 
ena and  less  than  3/4-inch  at  Tiskilwa. 

Above  normal  temperatures  accentuated  the  moisture 
shortage.    The  average  was  about  3°  above  normal  in  the 


extreme  south  and  increased  to  about  5°  above  in  the 
central  and  north. 

Squall  line  thunderstorms,  damaging  hail,  and  high  winds 
with  major  damage  were  reported  on  the  8th.    For  addi- 
tional information  on  severe  storms  see  STORM  DATA 
for  May  1964.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  "F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  $5*  F.   In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.    During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.    Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall 
and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.    For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.  m. ,  C.  S.  T,    Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Daily  Precipita- 
tion" table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations;   consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:  Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include  snow  and  sleet.  Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow, 
sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 
DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  January  1957.

SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


Precipitation  averaged  above  normal  in  the  northwest 
portion,  near  to  slightly  below  normal  in  the  central, 
while  much  of  the  south  received  only  about  60  percent  of 
the  normal  for  June. 

Small  areas  suffered  from  downpours  and  local  flooding 
in  heavy  thunderstorms.    Heaviest  reported  12-hour 
amounts  on  the  17th- 18th  were  Prairie  du  Rocher  -  7.  30 
inches,  Carlyle  -  5.  36  inches,  and  Flora  5.  10  inches. 
Wayne  City  had  2.  45  inches  in  1-1/4  hours.    On  the  18th- 
19th  Canton  had  5.  65  inches  in  8  hours  with  12-hour 
amounts  of  more  than  4  inches  at  Avon,  Toulon,  and 
Chillicothe. 


more  than  50  counties,  from  Whiteside-Lee-De  Kalb- 
Kane  on  the  north  to  Pike-Sangamon-Piatt- Vermillion  on 
the  south,  as  well  as  a  few  counties  adjacent  to  these 
borders.    Hailstones  of  "golf  ball"  to  "grapefruit"  size 
were  reported  near  Sandwich. 

Temperatures  averaged  from  near  normal  to  about  2-1/2° 
above  with  most  areas  having  more  than  normal  the 
number  of  days  with  90°  or  higher  temperatures. 


Hail  and  high  winds  also  caused  considerable  crop  dam- 
age.   Hailstorms  were  especially  extensive  on  four  con- 
secutive days  from  the  19th  through  the  22d.

SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


August  precipitation  averaged  below  normal  in 
all  districts  although  some  individual  stations 
exceeded  the  normal.  The  average  precipitation 
during  the  first  half  of  August  was  less  than 
one-tenth  of  an  inch  in  the  southern  three- 
quarters  of  the  State.  Even  in  the  northern 
quarter  the  average  was  less  than  one-half 
inch.  Extended  continuous  dry  periods  began 
as  early  as  July  7  in  parts  of  Illinois  and 
continued  well  into  August.  Central  and  southern 
areas  suffered  most  with  no  rains  of  consequence 
until  the  18th  to  20th.  While  not  all  locations  in 
the  listed  counties  had  such  prolonged  rainless 
periods,  some  locations  in  Ford,  Champaign, 
Douglas,  Moultrie,  and  Macoupin  Counties  re- 
ported up  to  30  days  without  measurable  rain. 
In  Effingham,  Fayette,  Montgomery,  Bond,  Clin- 
ton, and  Marion  Counties,  there  were  as  many  as 
37  consecutive  dry  days.  The  seriousness  of 
the  situation  was  dramatized  by  the  Effingham 
report  of,  "Dry  period  broken  after  27  days, 
12  hours,  and  40  minutes". 


Temperatures  averaged  on  the  cool  side,  from 
about  1 0  below  normal  in  the  south  to  about 
3°  below  in  the  north.  It  was  a  month  of  ex- 
tremes as  numerous  daily  record  high  tem- 
peratures were  equalled  or  excelled  on  the 
3d  and  4th,  and  daily  record  lows  equalled 
or  excelled  on  the  13th,  14th,  15th,  and  16th. 
Minimums  on  the  13th  were  the  coldest  on 
record  for  any  August  at  Springfield  and  some 
other  stations  in  the  West  Southwest  Division.

SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


There  was  no  precipitation  of  consequence  in 
most  of  Illinois  until  after  the  middle  of  the 
month.  Excessively  high  temperatures  and  strong 
winds  during  this  period  increased  moisture 
losses  and  aggravated  an  intermittent  dry  re- 
gime started  in  July  over  much  of  south  and 
central  Illinois.  Heavy  rains  during  a  10-day 
period  in  late  September,  especially  on  the 
26th  and  27th,  brought  the  monthly  total  to 
about  normal  over  most  of  the  State.  The  East, 


West  Southwest,  and  East  Southeast  Divisions, 
which  had  been  hardest  hit  by  earlier  1964 
dry  periods,  received  only  60  to  70  percent 
of  normal  precipitation.

SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


October  weather  was  ideally  designed  for  re- 
creationists  and  for  the  rapid  harvest  of  farm 
crops.  But  it  was  a  somber  situation  indeed 
for  growing  plants  or  the  preservation  of  dwindling 
water  supplies.  Pastures,  winter  wheat,  lawns, 
shrubbery,  and  small  trees  in  many  areas 
approached  the  winter  season  with  inadequate 
soil  moisture. 

Weather  Bureau  precipitation  records  for  Illinois 
cover  the  last  75  years  (1890-1964)  and  October 
1964  was  not  only  the  driest  ever  recorded  in 
the  State,  but  the  driest  by  far.  Previous  dry 
Octobers,  in  decreasing  order  of  dryness,  were 
1897,  1908,  1952,  and  1904. 


This  dry  October  of  1964  was  outstanding  both 
for  the  intensity  of  the  drought  and  also  for 
its  uniformity.  The  statewide  average  was  less 
than  0.2  inch,  less  than  half  the  average  during 
the  record  dry  years  of  1897  and  1908.  Also, 
during  previous  dry  Octobers  there  were  always 
a  goodly  number  of  stations  which  totaled  more 
than  1  inch  of  rain  during  the  month.  This 
October  showed  no  reports  of  as  much  as  0.9 
inch.  Nearly  15  percent  of  the  reports  indicated 
0.01  inch  or  less,  40  percent  less  than  0,10  inch. 
More  than  half  the  State  received  less  than  5 
percent  of  its  October  normal  and  three-fourths 
had  less  than  10  percent  of  its  normal.

DIMENSIONAL  UMTS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  unlta  used  In  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  *F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
arc  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65*  F.    In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.    During  the  aummer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  lime.    Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall

SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


No  precipitation  of  consequence  occurred  in  the 
southern  two-thirds  of  the  State  during  the  first 
half  of  November.  This  was  a  two- week  extension 
of  the  record  dry  October.  Rain  on  the  16th  at 
Cairo  ended  a  48-day  period  without  measurable 
precipitation,  the  longest  on  record  there.  A 
number  of  stations  in  the  driest  areas  endured 
more  than  50  days  without  any  rain  of  as  much 
as  one-tenth  inch  until  the  general  rains  of 
mid-November.  Precipitation  was  heavy  enough 
during  late  November  to  increase  monthly  totals 
to  near  or  above  normal  except  in  the  extreme 
south. 

Temperatures  reached  the  extremes  of  hot  and 
cold  for  November.  The  first  half  of  the  month 
was  quite  warm  and  daily  maximum  records 
were  often  equalled  or  broken.  New  daily  maxi- 
mum records  were  established  on  four  days  at 


Springfield.  Two  periods  of  extreme  cold  occurred 
late  in  the  month  and  more  records  fell.  A 
thick  snow  cover  and  clear  skies  in  west-central 
Illinois  on  the  30th  allowed  temperatures  to 
plunge  to  below  zero  for  new  record  low  tem- 
peratures for  so  early  in  the  season. 

Damaging  winds  were  widespread  during  the 
storms  around  the  20th  and  27th  with  numerous 
thunderstorms  on  the  27th.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  *F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65*  F.    In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:     The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.    During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.    Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall

SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


Precipitation  was  less  than  normal  over  all 
but  the  Southeast  Division  in  December.  The 
West  Division  received  only  about  65  percent 
of  normal,  while  the  Southeast  was  about  18 
percent  above.  Much  of  the  precipitation  in 
the  north  was  snow,  with  a  total  of  10  to  15 
inches.  Central  Illinois  had  two  glaze  storms. 
The  heaviest  accumulation  was  on  the  3d  and 
4th,  and  caused  considerable  damage  to  utility 
lines,  trees,  and  TV  antennas.  One  of  lesser 
intensity  occurred  on  the  25th.  Unusually  warm 
temperatures  near  the  month's  end  melted  all 
but  traces  of  snow  from  the  ground. 


Temperatures  were  cold  during  the  first  part 
of  December,  and  the  warming  trend  late  in 
the  month  failed  to  bring  the  average  to  normal 
except  in  the  extreme  south. 

Total  precipitation  for  1964  was  below  normal 
in  all  divisions,  but  was  greater  than  the  1963 
total  in  all  but  the  West  Southwest.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:  Unless  otherwise  Indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:  Temperature  in  *F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and  wind  movement  in  miles.  Monthly  degree  day  totals 
are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65*  F.    In  "Supplemental  Data"  table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:  The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.  During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight  saving  time.  Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall 
and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.  For  these  stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  6:00  a.m.,  C.  S.  T.  Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Daily  Precipita 
tion"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table.  Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table 
refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.  Samples  for  obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points 
for  successive  observations;    consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability  in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS.      Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:      Temperature  in  °F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches,  and  wind  movement  in  miles. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  Evaporation  and  Wind  table.    Max  and  Min  in 
Evaporation  and  Wind  table  refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960.     "DEP"  in  Table  4  refers  to  departures  from  long-term  means  based  on  periods  varying  from  10  to  29 
years  which  are  used  in  place  of  normals. 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  January  1957. 

STATION  NAMES:      Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 
DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  Climatological  Data.
